prized by him very highly as a me- 
nento of early Texas history and 
as a family heirloom. 


Robert Cooksey wrote to A. J. 


Houston, son of General Sam Hous- 
on, whd Is keeper of the San Ja- 
clrito battlegrounds, about (he pos- 
session of the Santa A'nnu gun, and 
las received the following reply:
